Why They Are No Longer 

Past Lear. 


List cf American Railroads that Have 
Defaulted on Their Coupons. 


A Melancholy Exhibit---Total De- 
“‘preciation Over $30,000,000.

It is no exaggeration, but a sorry, indisput- 
able fact, thet there bas never been such a 
thorough distrust of all kinds of American 
securities, with the almost sole exception of 
United States Government-bonds, in this 
country as has now prevailed uninterruptedlv, 
and growa more iatebee from month to month 
and week to week, for more than a year. Ger- 
man capital has had more than once, in times 
past, a discouraging experience, and met with 
large losses, in connection with various Ameri- 
can enterprises. Especially between 1853 and 
1860, many millions of German money were sunk 
in American railway-stock of companies whose 
original capital was entirely wiped out, though 
some of them now are among the best-paying 
gonads in the United States. But the 

: PROFOUND AND UNIVERSAL DISTRUST 

Bat has characterized the daily record of the 
German Bourses as regards American railroad- 
polids,. ever since last year, has never hada 
parallel in the financial history of Germany. 
This distrust bas even greatly affected the 
estimate of safety and desirableness for per- 
manent investment placed heretofore upon 
the bonds of the American Government by the 
public at large. This is proved by the fact that 
every effort to place the new 5 per cent United 
States bonds among the latter has failed, and 
that the aggregate of United States 6 per cent 
boads held in this country is now less by hun- 
dreds of millions than a few years ago. The 
writer has read, in some late American papers, 
speculations as to the probability of European 
capital availing itself of the opportunities for 
cheap and yet safe investments at high rates of 
interest afforded by the present crisis in the 
United States, and thus contributing to the 
return of better times. Now, as far as Germany 
is concerned, it will be absolutely useless to ex- 


State, cOunty, and municipal bonds, no matter 
by whom issued and at what prices offered. I 
do not hesitate to say that all Germany might 
be searched vainly for a bank or banker willing to 
touch any mortgage loans, even of any of the 
older Eastern States or cities, or of any of the 


And this not because the intelligence and 


loans would pe safe, but because bankers buy to 
yell, and the German public will not touch any- 
thing American any longer. What I say, then, 


peen foolish enough, in spite of frequent warn- 
ings, to attempt to persuade German baukers to 
buy mortgage-loans of them within the last few 
nonths. Especially those that peddled the 
ponds of new Western roads through the Ger- 
man money-markets had to return with extra- 
large fleas in their ears. Even the influential 
delegation representing the Southern Pacific, 
though it consisted of such magnates as Thomas 
A. Scott and Judge Pierrepont, could hardly get 
a hearing. For, verily, a German banker con- 
siders it at this time almost an insult to his un- 
derstanding to be expected to take Western 
railroad mortgage-loans. 
Tho discredit of American railroad-bonds in 
the German market dates back to the latter part 
of Februsy, 1872. During the summer and fall 
of 1871, there had already been great dullness in 
them, partly owing to the effect of the war be- 
tween France and Germany, and partly to the 
previous Offering of loans of the same class in 
too rapid succession for the absorbing capacity 
of the Bourses, and to the

But their hopes were 
doomed to merciless disappointment, and there 
has not been a day since the time mentioned 
when anything but steady depression reigned at 
all the German Bourses in American railway- 
bonds. For. long before the original cause of 
the unsalableness of the latter was removed by 


the final adjustment of the Alabama imbroglio, 


the succession of defaults in the payment of 


interest began, which has since wrought the utter 
duecredit in the German market of every kind of 
American railroad and other security, excepting, 
as already stated, the older issues of Government- 
bonds,—from which there may not be a recovery 
in our generation. 


| of the several railroad-loans placed m Germany, 


partly from the non-payment of coopons and 
partly from the locs of confidence in consequence 
of the defaults, will be best seen from the tables 
subjoined, containing. under two separate 
heads, first, a list of the loans on which no in- 
terest is now paid, the price at which they were 
offered to and taken by the public, and 
their present quotation at the Frank- 
fort Bourse; and, next, «a list of 
those loans on which the coupons 
have been honored so far, which have suffered 
great depreciation along with the rest. The 
quotations are those of Nov. 15. It will be ad- 
mitted by every one familiar with the state of 
the case, that the present eagerness of the Ger- 
man public to get rid of all American securities, 
and ite willingness to make large sacrifices in 
ridding itself of them, is due quite as much, if 
pot more, to the scandalous, provoking revela- 
tions of absolute bad faith and outright fiaud in 


connection with several of the railroad-loans 


palmed off upon it, as to the failure to pay interest 
itself. The history of the first-mortgage loans of 
the Rockford, Rock Island & St. Louis, and the 
Oregon & California Railroads, as brought out 
by the investigations of the committees of bond- 
holders, discloses deliberate cheats of the most 
barefaced character, and on a gigantic scale. I 


have been $600,000 in gold) for selling 
the bonds in Europe, which, of course, 
was eventually paid by the bondholders whose 
interest he was appointed to protect, has done as 
much as the lweed affair and the Ene misman- 
agement to disgust the suffering Germans with 
everything American. The repudiation, too, by 
some of the Southern State Governments, of 
their guarantees of bonds, has destroyed the 
faith in American authorities, other than the 
Federal Government, quite as thoroughly as that 
in private individuals. 

As will be seen from the foregoing, there are 

TWO KINDS OF LOSERS 

in this country in connection with American rail- 


road-loans, viz.: the banks and bankers who 


took loaus without as yet having been able to 


market them; and, secondly, the public at large. 
As regards the former, the fact that not a few 
among them bad already made millions out of 


the confiding public before they were caught by 


a declining market, and that, as remarked before, 
they had a sharper eye to the expected profits 
from, than to the solidity of, the loans, makes 
them appear as undeserving of much sympa- 
thy. There are, however, among the provincial 
bankers a good many innocent sufferers, whom 
the standing of the latter induced to join, 
all but blindly, the respective Syndicates. It is 
estimated by competent authority that there are 
no less than 620, 000, 000 of German capital thus 
tied up in unplaced loans, which are, of course, 
now unsalable on either side of the Atlantic, and 


which, for all purposes of active business, are no 
better to the holders than so much waste paper. 
Owing to the unsalability of these securities, no 


positive loss has as yet been realized on them. 


But on some of them the coupons have already 
gone to protest, which makes them practically 
valueless. But for the common practice of re- 
quiring the interest on negotiated bonds to be 


deposited fora year or two ahead with trust- 


companies, default in the payment of interest on 
most of these unplaced securities would have 
probably been made ere this. It is well for this 
country that the $20,000,000 are distributed 
among scores, and perhaps hundreds, of differ- 


ent firms. 


The other class of losers—the subscribers to 
loans among the general public—deserve, as a

was most welcome in view of the constantly- 
increasing cost of living, and who were led not to 
suspect any risk by the exaggerations and false- 
hoods of flaming advertisements in the public 
press, indorsed by banks and bankers, and, in 
not a few cases, by purchased editorial notices. 
Having been in communication with several of 
the committees of bondholders, I can state as a 
fact, that this class of sufferers numbers fens of 
thousands,—the loans in question having be- 
come distributed almost as widely as any popu- 
lar home-loan. Among them are thousands of 
heads of families, many of whom invested the 
whole of their means in these securities, It will 
be seen from the table following the aggregate

THIRTY MILLIONS OF DOLLARS. 
General distress, and, in many cases, complete 
ruin, has been the result, The vast majority of 
the victims reside in Southern Germany, which 
part of this country has always been in closer 
relationship to the United States, owing to the 
larger emigration, than Northern Germany. 
That there is intense bitterness of feeling 
among the holders of American railroad-bonds 
must appear natural. Nor is it to be wondered 
at in view of the proof both of bad faith and 
deliberacve swindling in connection with a num- 
ber of loans, that there should be profound in- 
dignation, not only against the guilty Ameri- 
can parties, but also against Americaus gener- 
ally. Nevertheless, the bondholders might well 
turn their wrath (which they have as yet done 
‘nly in isolated instances) also against the banks 
ant bankers that tempted them to take bonds, 
and .gainst that portion of the home-press that, 
it is WU] understood, accepted both direct and 
indirect sribes from the former to persuade the 
pablic to ®xbscribe to the loans.
